November 20, 1889 and Mahler's Symphony No. 1 in D major was 
presented to the world in Budapest and the composer was the con- 
ductor and the conductor was the composer.

of Kindertotenlieder contains "one of the most interesting homages 
of Gustav Mahler" said Fritz "a theme borrowed directly from 
Brahms' String Quartet No. 2 in A minor, Opus 51, No. 2" said 
Fritz and "Richard Strauss sees Vienna in thirds. I can make each 
theme sound Viennese by putting it in parallel thirds. Minor 
thirds don*t sound minor. They remain friendly." "The slow 
movement of Symphony No. 6 is my very favorite Mahler slow move- 
ment" said Fritz "it is full of cowbells and Viennese-isms. The 
melancholy of the whole movement is in one note F" and "Strauss 
and Mahler will each make the distinction between E and E flat 
for their own purposes. E is optimistic. E flat is one-half 
step lower and more resigned. In the course of the slow movement 
E flat becomes E and then E flat and the little section in E is 
the meadows and the cowbells and the mountains." Fritz is

we have only talked about one movement of Symphony No. 6 and have 
omitted Symphony No. 5 and next week is Symphony No. 7 in E minor. 
and "To prepare yourself for Symphony No. 7 you should read the 
story of Gerhart Hauptmann about Pippa the glass figure and her

"The real Viennese waltz was born after the Congress of Vienna" 
said Fritz and that was in 1814-1815 after the fall of Napoleon 
and the purpose of the Congress of Vienna was to reorganize Europe. 
"In Der Rosenkavalier new harmonic innovations come one after 
another--a harmonic freedom comes in which so far we haven't known, 


This is a certain magic which has made history" said Fritz and
